Fredericktow n ,Mo., April 25.— A n ­ 
other serious fire of m ysterious origin 
ai 4 o’clock this m orning, destroyed 
the budding and all equipment of the 
D em ocrat-N ew s Publishing and P rin t­ 
ing Company, the only new spaper in 
Madison County. 
The entire interior of the building

ed by insurance.
